sponsjble for placing dynamite 
mines which were intended to 
blow up government steamers 
laden with troops which entered 
the river at Greytown. 
.One of the mines planted by 
Cannon and Grace exploded fif- 
teen vards from the steamer 
Diamente. 

When Grace and Cannon were 
captured they had with them dy- 
namite machines and other ac- 
cessories for blowing up vessels. 
The men confessed their guilt to 
the authorities, and also in let- 
ters to their familles. 

Previously Cannon had taken 
part in a revolution against 
Nicaragua from Honduras, where 
he was imprisoned for several 
montis.

Atlanta---Elliott, 
Thanks Governor for Action. 


Before the news of the action of 
Governor Jcseph M. Brown last night 
in commuting the sentence of Dr. J. 
M. Elliott, convicted murderer. of 
George L. Rivers, from death by hang- 
ing to imprisonment for life, had had 
time spread at LaGrange, the for- 
tunate prisoner was quietly taken fom 
the jail there and 
and lodged in the Fulton county Tower 
asa precautionary measure against 
any possible outbreak of sentiment, 
which sald to be high against El- 
liott in LaGrange. 

This action was taken on the ad- 
vice of the governor, who shortly aft- 
er 8:40 o'clock sent the following tele- 
gram to Sheriff O. H. Florence: 

“I have commuted sentence of J. M. 
Elliott from death by hanging to im- 
prisonment for life. Bring him by first 
train to Tower in Atlanta. 

“JOSEPH M. BROWN, 
“Governor.” 
Arrives in Atlanta. 

At 9:12 o’clock, Dr. Elliott, in the 
custody of Sheriff Florence and Depu- 
ty Sheriff C. W. Emory, boarded the 
Atlanta and West Point train No. 36 
for Atlanta, arriving here at 11:40 
o'clock. They were accompanied to 
the depot at LaGrange by another dep- 
uty, O. H. Horn,

‘Founding: of Orphans’ 
Home Is Celebrated. 


Splendid Addresses Are Made 
by General Clement Evans, R. 
J. Guinn, George M. Napier, 
Rev. Howard Crumley and 
Asa Candler, 


“Fathers and mothers, devoted Chris- 
tian men and women, are keenly alive 
to the need of home training for the 


child, but too often they overlook the 


training the child gets outside of the 
home,” said General Clement A. Evans. 
ii: an admirable address delivered at 
St. Paui’s church last night on the 
'eecasion of the fortieth anniversary 
exercises of the founding of the 
Orphans’ Home of the North Georgla 
Conference. 

The speaker was impressing the ne- 
cessity of caring for the homeless and 
the’ fatherless. Every child who is 
allowed to grow up to sin and deprav- 
ity, he declared, degrades the society 
into which your son and daughters 
and mine are thrust. In speaking of 
the meeting in behalf of the Orphans’ 
Home, he said it was one of the most 
important missions ever undertaken 
by any assemblage. 

The exercises at St. Paul’s church 
attracted an audience that filled the 
spacious auditorium of the church to 
overflowing. R. A. Hemphill, presi- 
ident of the Orphans’ Home for the 
past fifteen years, and an active work- 
er for the home for thirty-five years, 
presided. The speakers were Asa G. 
Candler, R. J. Guinn, George M,. Na- 
pier, General Clement A. Evans, and 
Rev. Howard L. Crumley. 

Wonders Wrought by “Work Day.” 

Reference was made to the splendid 
results accomplished by setting aside 
one “work day” in each year when 
the friends of the home gave one day’s 
earning or income. It was announced 
that the idea was first/ suggested to 
Reverend Howard L. Crumley, agent for 
the home, by W. F. Cruseelle, of At- 
lanta, and immediately put into effect. 
The amount given by each person un- 
der this plan was nominal, but the to- 
tal has been impressive. 

Major R. J. Guinn treated the Or- 
phans’ Home as a blessing to Georgia. 
He showed that it was designed to 
make Christian men and women. The 
condition of every adult, he said, was 
more or fess the result of his own 
volition, and caused by his own ac- 
tions; but the state of helpless child- 
hood makes a stronger appeal to hu- 
man sympathy, because it is visited on 
the child through no fault of fits own. 
He condemned the practice that would 
instill into childish minds the “holier 
than thou” principle, and declared 
‘there is no inherent difference be- 
tween those children out there at the 
| Orphans’ ‘Home and your children or 
mine. They did not bring their con- 
dition upon themselves.” 

‘An earnest, practical and Inspiring 
talk was made by Colone! George M. 
Napier in behalf of the school. He 
spoke of the beauty and service in 
the cause of afflicted humanity. and 
adverted to the monument in New Or- 
leans erected to the memory of “Mar- 
garet,” the heroine of a great public 
disaster. He said the Sunday school 
board stood behind the work of those 
in charge of the destinies of the Or- 
phans’ Home and would back them up. 

The pathetic song rendered by John 
F. Hendrix, a blind singer, who gave 
3 selection entitled “I Have No Mother 
Now,” brought tears to the eyes of 
a congregation already worked up to 
an emotiona] pitch by the appealing 
speeches of the evening.

“First, working against the interests 
of the members of this church who 
are not her followers and against the 
teaching of this church, 

“Second, persist:ng in teachings and 
practices which are contrary to Chris- 
tion Science.” 

The case has been watched for some 
months by the directors ‘n this city and 
two months ego Mrs. Stetson'’s card, as 
a healer, together with those of her 
students, who also are healers, was 
removed from one of the official jour- 
nals of the denomination.

Within a week Mrs. Stetson’s fol- 
lowers in New York had rallied go her 
support and an investigation was he'd 
by a special committee of the New 
York church. This resulted in hér 
exoneration and was !mmediately fol- 
lowed by a meeting of the members 
of the church, a majority of whom up- 
held the decision. and a movement 
was begun to dismiss the present 
first hea‘er. Virgil O. Strickler. A 
letter from Mrs, Mary Baker G. Bddy. 
the founder and head of the Christian 
Science faith. was read at another 
meeting 'n New York last Monday, at 
which action was expecte§ aga'nst Mr. 
Strickler, but without a vote on the 
-‘uestion the meeting adjourned. 

Since then Mrs: Stetson hae obeyed 
the summons of the board of director 
of the mother church and appeare 
before them in this city. She return. 
ed to New York last night.

Florida Fast Mail Thrown 
From Track. 


Rail Was Removed by Alleged 
Wreckers---Negro Fireman 
and Tramp, Who Was Steal- 
ing a Ride, Were Killed. 
Passengers Hurt. 


Savannah, Ga., November 22.—Two 
persons were killed and three others 
injured when the Florida fast mail 
train of the Seaboard Air Line was 
wrecked 2 miles south of Denmark, S. 
C., about 3 o’clock this morning. The 
train was thrown from the track by 
the removal of a rail, while running at 
the rate of 45 miles an hour. 

The dead are a colored fireman, who 
Was caught under the overturned en- 
gine, and a tramp who was stealing 
a ride.

WARSHIPS RUSH 
TO NICARAGUA 


Continued From Page One. 


Central America than they have been 


hitherto. 

The attitude of the government was 
cleatly shown !ate. today when the 
state department sent a dispatch to the 
Bluefields Steamship Company, the 
headquarters of which is in New Or- 
leans. The company’s regular steamer 
was about to set sail for Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, with a miscellaneous cargo, 
counted in which were a number of 
rifles and other munitions of war. 

Rebel Forces Recognized. 

The corporation was warned by 
agents of the Nicaraguan insurrection- 
ary forces that the vessel would be 
liable to seizure, and the steamship 
people promptly called on the state 
department to declare the protection 
this government would give in such a 


case. 

The state department promptly re- 
plied. The answer was the result of 
a conference between the president and 
the secretary of state. and carried full 
weight. It gave the steamship con- 
cern no encouragement and practically 
recognized the revolutionary forces 
operating against the Zelayan admin- 
istration,.a proceeding for which there 
probably.is no parallel in the records 
of this government. The dispatch, di- 
rected to the steamship company at 
New Orleans, and signed “Knox, 8éc- 
retary of state,” read: 

“If the announced blockade or in- 
vestment of the Nicaraguan port of 
San Juan del Norte (Greytown) is ef- 
fectively maintained. and the require- 
ments of international law, including 
warning to approaching vessels. are 
observed, this government would not 
be disposed to interfere to prevent its 
enforcement. A naval vessel will be 
ordered to Greytown ta observe and 
report whether the blockade ia ef- 
fective.” 

Nicaragua Always Troublesome. 

Nicaragua has been one of the Cen- 
tral American republics that has given 
this government more trouble in the 
last few vears than any other, save 
perhaps Venezuela under the sway of 
President Castro. The state depart- 
ment today maintained a quiet and re- 
serve that was described by one diplo- 
mat as “ominous.” 

It was learned, however, that both 
President Taft and Secretary Knox 
practically have determined on the ex- 
ertion of some forceful moral suasion, 
if nothing more, with a view of bring- 
ing the Central American states to a 
realization of their responsibilities. 

The execution of*the Americans is 
held here to be indefensible. 

It is evident that the temper of the 
administration has been thoroughly 
aroused, and. if occasion warrants, the 
state department may advise some 
drastic action. 

Orders have been Issued fog the 
cruiser Vicksburg to proceed in al] 
haste to Corinto, and the gunboat Des 
Moines will proceed at once to Port 
Limon to observe events there and re- 
port the situation at that point by 
wireless. 

Capture and Quick Death. 

The news ae to the two Americans 
reached the state department last night 
from the American consul at Managua, 
who stated that their capture had been 
followed immediately by a death sen- 
tence. 

The consul immediately appealed to 
President Zelaya to commute their sen- 
tence, and his answer was, “I will see.” 
Later. on further appeal, Zelaya said 
that “the sentence was final.” 

A dispatch received today at the 
state department stated that the men 
bad been executed. Upon this infor- 
mation the Secretary of state asked the 
secretary of the navy to order the 
Vicksburg to proceed in ‘all haste to 
Corinto for the purpose of protecting 
Americans and American interests. The 
Des Moines was also ordered to pro- 
ceed to Port Limon at top speed for 
the same purpose. These vessels wil! 
be in constant communication by wire- 
less with the state department. 

The Des Moines, now at Colon, can 
reach Port Limon within ten hours, 
steaming under forced draught. The 
Vicksburg is on the Pacific coast at 
San Jose de Guatemala, nearly twe 


hundred miles from the Nicaraguan * 


coast. and will be able to reach Corinto 
at about the same time the Des Moines 
arrives <t Port Limon., 

Brutality of Zelaya, 

The brutality of the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment in ordering the execution of 
the two Americans, who happened to 
be found in the revolutionist army, 
without trial of any sort, has aroused 
this government, and Zelaya will be 
held to a strict accountability for his 
action. 

Nothing is known at the -8State de- 
partment of the antecedents of Leon- 
ard Grace, who is reported to have 
been shot by order of President 
Zelaya, but the other American, Leroy 
Cannon, seems to have had an un- 
usual career in Central America.

Cannon, Native of Harrisburg, Pa. 

Harrisburg, Pa., November !8.—Leroy 
Cannon, reported shot in Nicaragua as 
a revolutionist, was a native of this 
city. and was 29 yvears of age. He had 
been living in Central America for 
eight years, and in that time had been 
hearg of half a dozen times as figuring 
in hazardous enterprises. Within a 
year word was received that he had 
been condemned to die for participat- 
ing in an uprising, but was saved by 
intervention of the United States. 

Cannon's parents, Mr.and Mrs Daniel 
K. Cannon, live in this city. Mrs. Can- 
non goubted the story of his execution, 
as she said she had received a letter 
on October 13 which stated that he 
was returning to his plantation to de- 
vote himself to business. 

Cannon secured a position about ten 
years ago as a rodman on some ralil- 
road construction work in the United 
States of Colombia. A few years later 
he turned up in Nicaragua ag an en- 
gineer’s assistant on the canal survey. 

He took a great interest In the fre- 
quent revolutions, and finally left the 
service of the canal commission and 
threw his lot with one of the leaders. 
Three years ago he was accused of 
siding with a revolutionary party, ang 
had to leave the country. When his 
friends regained power he was with 
them, and he wrote to his father that 
he had property worth $30,000. 

An effort will be made by the 
parents to have the body brought here 
for burial.

Supreme court, from $12,500 to

THE FOREST OF SKYSCRAPERS 
IN NEW YORK 


Many of the Newer Hotels on the 
‘ List, Among Them the St. Regis. 


“A considerable part of New York’s 
fame is due to its “skyscrapers.” These 
towering structures are the constant 
wonder of all travelers arriving at 
New York, by sea or rail.

CHARRED Tn 
AT LAST FOUND 


Experts Descend Into Iili- 
nois Charnel House. 


Faces of the Experts Blanch- 
ed by the Horrors They Saw. 
Only One Corpse Taken Out 
and It Was Kept Concealed. 
300 Victims Located. 


— 


Cherry, Ill., November 18.—For the 
first time since the mine horror of Sat- 
urday bodies of some of the 300 vic- 
tims were located today by daring ex- 


plorers in the depths of the second gai- . 


lery. 

Twenty bodies were found within 70 
feet of the ventilating shaft. One of 
them, unrecognizable, was brought to 
the surface, and after considerable de- 
lay was taken to the town hall to 
await identification. The temper of the 
people was feared, and an attempt to 


| keep secret the finding of the bodies 


was made. Those in authority bound 
themselves to maintain silence. That 
more than one victim had been discov- 
ered was not generally known at night- 
fall, and a plan was afoot to attempt 
the removal of the other bodies late 
at night. 
Corpse Was Concealed. 


The one brought to the surface was 
concealed for an hour at the top of 
the pit before being turned over to the 
undertaker, and then only because the 
discovery had become known. 

Of the horrors which they encoun- 
tered in the mine gallery none of the 
explorers would ‘speak, but their faces 
were pale and their hands trembled 
when they emerged. This much was 
learned—the bodies were scorched and 
swollen. Death might have been due 
either to gas or flame. 

After the removal of the body the 
experts held a short conference, and 
upon the conditions reported it was de- 
termined to break the seal of the main 
shaft at once. A-.force of laborers was 
ordered to the work, and by 5 o’clock 
the unsealed shaft was belching out 
gases and smoke. Preparations were 
made at-once to reduce the tempera- 
ture in the shaft. 

A substitute fan, placed at the mine 
beside the old one near the air shaft, 
was started, its direction being reversed 
s0 as to pull the smoke toward the 
ventilator, 

Mine Experts Descend. 

As ‘soon as possible the helmet- 
armored mine experts descended in the 
shaft with leads of hose prepared to 
fight the burning coal in the second 
gallery. If the effort is successful, 
firemen without helmets will be sent 
down the shaft to put out the fire when 
they can do it with safety. 

News of the recovery of the first 
body spread rapidiy through the vlil- 
lage, and as the ambulance, flanked 
by soldiers, passed through the streets. 
women rushed out of their homes, 
pushing frantically through the crowds 
in a vain attempt to look into the 
wagon. Rumor was that the body was 
that of a boy. Mothers who lost their 
eons in the mine pusned forward, and 
were told that the body was that of a 
mani. 

Immediately a score of women who 
had lost their husbands pressed toward 
the wagon. State’s Attorney Eckhart 
gently told them that identification 
would require some time, and the crowd 
thinned away from the wagon, but 
until late at night the little brick 
morgue was Surrounded by anxious in- 
quirers. 

The recovered body was identified to- 
night as that of Ols Friborg, unmar- 
ried. Seven volunteers carried hose 
into the cain shaft tonight and turned 
a stream of water on the burning sec- 
ond gallery.

Charge Against the Inter- 
state Commission. 


State Railroad Commissioners 
Allege That Federal Board Is 
Trying to Get All Power 
Over Railroads in Its Own 
Hands. 


— 


Washington. November 18.—The feel- 
ine of resentment on the part of some 
state railroad commissioners against 
what they term the wish of the inter- 
state commerce commission to “hog” 
all the supervision over railroads, 
reached a climax at the convention of 
the National Association ef Railway 
Commissioners today when the conven- 
tion was asked to approve the Esch 
bill of the last congress. te empower 
the interstate commerce commission to 
investigate all accidents’ on railroads 
engaged in interstate commerce.” 

Commissioner Earle. of South Caro- 
lina. led ‘in the denunciation of the 
bill. 

The discussion finally resulted in 
Commissioner Clark. of the interstate 
commerce commission. and Commis- 
sioner Burr. of Fiorida. offering a sug- 
gestion that the bill be approved if 
amended so as to specify that it would 
in no way interfere with the rights of 
the states. This course was pursued. 

Guarding Rights of States. 

Scarcely had Secretary Moseley, of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
commenced the report of a specia! 
commission recommending the approval 
of the Esch bill before Commissioner 
Smith. of South Dakota. was objecting 
that it would interfere with the right 
of states to investigate. Mr. Moseley 
said he was amazed to hear’ such a 
statement. But it was not until Com- 
missioner Earle obtained the floor that 
the situat‘on became delicate. 

“We have heard you ask for uniform 
classification, uniform demurra age, uni- 
form ‘this and uniform that,’”’ said Mr. 
Earle, shaking his finger at Mr. Mose- 
ley. “We are getting tired of it. Are 
you going to take everything? I'll tell 
you right now, I, as a railroad Som mis- 
sioner of South Carolina. am 1_-- going 
to accept your uniform demurrage 
code.” % 


Trying to Run the Whole Thing. 

“T don’t care if you don’t,” retorted 
Mr. Moseley.

Dozens 
of men living on modest salaries. by 
judicious purchases of stock. have be- 
come millionaires, and J .J. O’Brien, 
who drew some of the legal papers for 
the company, received for his services 
stock which recently yielded him $1.-

southwest gale prevailing along the 
coast. 

Captain Wyman and crew of seven 
men left the vessel at .8 o’clock last 
night in two yawl boats as she began 
to go to pleces, and after a terribie 
battle with wind and wave until day- 
light this morning they were thrown 
up On Bald Head Island beach, from 
whence they were taken over to South- 
port, N. C. and brought to Wilming- 
ton tonight. 

They were without food or sleep for 
about sixty hours.

‘Suspects in N. Y. Cus- 
/ tom House Arrested. 


Six Government Employees 
Dismissed Because of Sugar 
Frauds, and 50 Others Will 
Spon Go---All Bribe Takers 
Are to Be Gotten Rid Of. 


: 


New York. November 18.—The ex- 
pected shake-up in the New York cus- 
toms house. as a result of the sugar 
fraud exposures and agxitation, began 
today with the abrupt dismissal of six 
suspected employees by Collector Loeb. 
At the same time came the announce- 
ment that. a house cleaning commis- 
sion of eixht customs experts—whoese 
integrity is unauestioned—has been 
appointed by Mr Loeb to take up at 
once the work of “making the New 
York customs house a model for the 
entire oountry.” ) 

Although the names of the six men 
dismissed today were net given out 
Mr. Loeb said that all of them were 
customs inspectors. Four were former- 
lv assistant weighers on the sugar 
docks. and are now under charges 
which are being investigated by Henry 
L. Stimson, special counsel for the 
government in the sugar investigations. 
The direct reasen for the dismissal of 
the other two inspectors was said by 
Collector Loeb to be their acceptance 
recently ef tips from steamship pas- 
sengers. 

According to report, more than fifty 
other employees are also to be ousted 
by Collector Loeb within a few days. 

Trust Stopped Investigation, 

The collector was asked if the twen- 
ty-two welghers whose names he has 
submitted to thg United States civil 
service commission as “undesirables,” 
had been indicted by the federal grand 
jury for complicity in the sugar frauds, 
but he declined to either confirm or 
deny the report. 

Mr. Loeb refused to discuss the 
charge of a former special! deputy that 
the government had been defrauded 
of duties aggregating nearly $1,000,000 
through the underweighing of lemons

000,000.

Cleveland, Ohio, November 18.—On 
the ground that the natives of Syria 
are the purest existing branch of the 
Caucasian race, the wealthy Cleveland 
Svrian colony, the second largest in 
the country, has organized to fight 
aga nst their exclusion of rights of 
citizenship under the so-called Chinese 
exclusion act.

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THE SINISTER FERMENT IN INDIA. og 


Are the stage settings gradually arranging themselves in mysterious 
India for another monster tragedy, like the Sepoy mutiny and rebellion? : 
_ Officials connected in high capacity with the Anglo-Indian government 
have been mulling over that disquieting question for the past year or two. 

Saturday, Lord and Lady Minto, viceroy and vice-reine of India, narrowly 
escaped assassination at the hands of a bomb-thrower. Lord Kitchener, 
Sir Andrew Fraser, lieutenant governor of Bengal, and a half-score of other 
major and minor officials have been the objects of similar attempts, and 
the assassination of Curzon Wyly in London is still fresh in the public 
memory. 

Ever since the crushing defeat of Russia by Japan, England has noticed 
an increased unrest in this great empire-dependency. 

Up to tnat time, the innate and inevitable superiority of the white race 
was a formidable asset in keepimg down disaffection and aweing the 
mutinous into subordination. 

But with the overwhelming disaster to the Russian arms, went glimmer- 
ing also many preconceived traditions in the Nearer Bast; and throughout 
the length and breadth of India, sulleny quiescent but 2ever resigned, there 
begun a series of manifestations susceptible only to gloomy interpretations. 

The young Parsee who assassinated Wyly in ondon, and who was 
subsequently hanged for his crime, queried very pertinently: “If it is 
patriotic for Englishmen to organize against and prepare for invaders of 
their native heath, why is it not equally pertinent for Indians to organize 
and prepare to repel alien intruders who have never grasped the spirit or 
the genius of our people?” 

His somewhat disconcerting question may live to confront and dis- 
comfort England. So long as the differing and jealous castes and tribes 
of the great rich empire can be kept jarring and separated, all is fairly well. 
Should they become united, it is difficult to predict the end. 

Even should Great Britain beat down the rebellion, it would be at the 
cost of monumental slaughter.

It is dedicated to offering the young women of the south, under southern 
home influences and environment, the same educational opportunities, at a 
less cost, as are offered by the high-class and richly-endowed women’s col- 
leges of the east. 3 

Each year it supplies to this section an army of trained teachers, at a 
time when the dearth of competent instructors is urgent and when the 
dominant keynote is for education. 

It supplies also to southern young women that exquisite culture of 
mind and heart that go hand in hand with the south’s traditions of its 
womanhood. ' 

Transforming Agnes Scott into a million-dollar institution with a per- 
manent endowment will constitute Atlanta, virtually, the southern center 
for classical education for women. 

It will give the city an intellectual and moral prestige worthy of its 
material reputation, and possessed in like measure by no other southern 
community. 

It will provide a permanent asset in a_ substantial sense, since the 
patronage of the school and its faculty and students will largely accrue to 
the merchants of Atlanta. 

It is not alone the duty of Atlantans, but it is also to their material 
interest, to respond liberally to the appeal seeking to broaden the scope 
of this institution. 

The sum asked—$110,000—is insignificant compared with Atlanta's 
prosperity, and the inestimable dividends sure to result from the invest- 
ment. 
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GEORGIA’S METHODISTS AND BAPTISTS.

abled Methodist and Baptist each to twine themselves closer about the | 
affections and the fidelity of the people of Georgia. The common bond of 
democracy distinguishes both their creed and their policy, and many of 
the most distinguished citizens of the state work in close communion for 
the furtherance of the work of the Master with the humbler brethren: 
whose lot it is to fight in the ranks. 

When the history of Georgia shall be written fifty years hence, it wil] 
be found that the careful shepherding of these two great denominations 
will have played an instrumental part in the intellectual, the spiritual and 
the substantial achievement and making of the state. 

To the two gatherings, in Atlanta and Dublin, The Constitution ex- 
tends its heartiest congratulations, and its hope of Divine Guidance in the 
tasks facing each.

Despite the relapse in militant public sentiment in San Francisco, The 
Kansas City Star takes comfort in the progressive showing made in the 
recent municipal elections in Buffalo and Boston.

The next convention of Georgia Bap- 
tists will be held at Elberton. begin- 
ning Tuesday.

At the session this afternoon reports 
ef the committee on orphans’ homes 
and young people's work were read 
and adopted; pledges were secured for 
the disposal of several! thousand copies 
of The Christian Index, proceeds to be 
given to the orphans’ home cause. 

The report of the committee on tem- 
perance. which was read at the morn- 
ing session. was taken up under a spe- 
cial order. discussed and adopted. 
Speeches were made by Messrs., Hill- 
yer. of Rome, and Richards, of Atianta, 
and the state prohibition law was re- 
viewéd. 

A Lawless Subterfuge. 

Mr. Hillyer said the fight had only 
begun.

Bealer. It showed an increase in mem- 
bership In fourteen vears of 55,868 and 
an increase in contributions over last 
year of $3.798.24. There are in the 
state 1.641 Baptist Sunday schools, 11,-

000 pupils. ,

DR. POWERS’ LECTURES 
PROVE ARTISTIC TREAT 


It is said that in the days of Phidias 
his colossal statue of Athena on the 
Acropolis could be seen far out at sea 
by sailors doubling the promontory of 


Sumium. 

The glory of the works of Phidias 
is now traditional; his statistics were 
lost to sight far back in the dim 
centuries. The most famous one, the 
Zeus, was carried to Constantinople 
by Theodosius, and destroyed by fire. 
During the 20 years of Pericles’ reign 
Phidias adorned Atbens with more 
colonnades, temples and works of art 
than Rome could boast in seven cen- 
turies. Yet like many another heaven- 
gifted mortal; this great artist died 
in disgrace, accused of peculation and 


implety. 

It was the exuberant, youthful 
“satyr” of Praxitiles which inspired 
Hawthorne's “Marble Faun,” and the 
majestic Niobe group of Scopas has 
furnished a theme for many poets. 

Dr. H. H. Powers, of Boston, in his 
present series of lectures at Cable con- 
cert hall, thus interweaves the art and 
the history and the literature of each 
period he handles, so that his two large 
audiences yesterday, when he had fin- 
ished, left the halj with no flimsy 
superficia] facts in their minds about 
the “Age of Pisistratus’” and the “Age 
of Pericles,” Dr. Powers’ themes, but 


a definite, coherent idea of each period, 
and the inter-relation of its art, his- 
tory and literature. 

Today he will treat of the “Age of 
Plato,” and his Nterature promises to 
be no less interesting. 

Stereopticon slides gave a still more 
vital spirit to the discourses, and they 
were heard yesterday by audiences 
which had for their nucleus the or- 
ganization bringing Dr. Powers here, 
the Atlanta Art association. The va- 
rious study clubs and the art selections 
of suburban schools were well repre- 
sented, and Dr. Powers was given an 
enthusiastic appreciation. 

Hig manner of delivery is conversa- 
tional, and he uses no technical lan- 
guage that the most casual audience 
could fail to comprehend. He proves 
thus highly entertaining, while at the 
same time imparting in a very simple 
and agreeable way some part of his 
own tremendous information and de- 
auctions. 

The last lecture, “The Age of Plato,” 
will be delivered this afternoon at 3 
o’clock, and again Dr. Powers’ hearers 
will have apportunity to meet him at 
5 o’clock tea, which will be served in 
the alcove at the rear of the auditori- 


um.

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BOND ELECTION 
Tot POSTPONED 


Council to Set Date for 
February 15, 1910. 


General Campaign Committee 
Adopts Recommendation of 
Advisory Committee --- Rea- 
sons for Postponement Are 
Fully Set Forth. 


The general bond election committee 
adopted yesterday the recommendation 
of the advisory committee and request- 
ed the city council tq postpone the bond 
election from December 15 to Febru- 
ary 15 of next year.

The discussion brought out that some 
members of the committee from the 
Second ward did not wish to be bound 
by a resolution to support the bond 
issue in the future, but this was recon- 
clled by the adoption of a resolution 
instructing the advisory committee to 
take every possible step to make the 
bond election ordinance so binding that 
the money. could not be used otherwise 
than voted for by the people. The sec- 
ond ward members were for the bonds, 
but feared there might be some trou- 
ble in carrying them unless the second 
and third ward club was thoroughly 
Satisfied. Those who spoke for the 
club were Frank Wilby and President 
Walker. Jesse B. Lee spoke for the 
Fifth Ward Club. He also wanted the 
bond ordinance made perfectly binding.

New York. November 18-—Some as- 


surance that Colonel John Jacob ASs- 
tor’s yacht Nourmahal, which has been 
missing in West Indian waters for ten 
days, safely outrode the recent hurri- 
cane, was brought here today by 
Captain J. Durie, of the steamship An- 
netta, which arrived with fruit from 
Jamaican ports. Captain Durie re- 
ported that on November 14 
a boat which he believed to be the 
Nourmahal, at anchor at Hawk's Nest, 
Ban Salvador, the island at which Co- 
lumbus landed In 1492. 

Colonel <Astor’s friends here doubt 
that the yacht seen by Captain Durte 
was the Nourmahal, as San Salvador is 
nearly 200 miles north of the region 
where Colone!
